Our Baptist Orphanage at Jackson, Miss., our home for homeless 

orphan children is one of our denominational institutioins that should 
claim the most earnest attention and co-operation of every Baptist 
in Mississippi. , 

We not only relieve suffering of body and mind of the children 
who come into the Orphanage many of whose lives are saved by giving 
them proper care at the right time, but we relieve the anxiety and 
real physical and mental suffering of many mothers who are break- 
ing down under the burden which they cannot carry; and in many 
instances doubtless saved the life of mothers. We are not only min- 
istering to these children physically; but they are taught religiously, 
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and almost every one of them by the time they arrive at the age of 
accountability are led to trust in Jesus. ~ 


About eleven hundred have passed through the home most of 
whom are now out in the world and generally are making good citi- 
zens, good home makers, and home keepers. We are caring for now 
regularly from one hundred and seventy to one hundred and eighty- 
five children. These children must be fed, clothed and schooled. It 
ought to be the joy of the Baptists of Mississippi to give them the 
best possible opportunity. We learn from Superintendent that their 
crop is unusually short on account of dry weather, and the finances 
are short on account of the failure on the part of many to pay their 
pledges to the campaign, which pledges if paid will handsomely care

for our children. .* 


Your committee ould urge upon our people to make an earnest 
effort to pay their pledges. We would urge also that our people use 
the free cars freely, especially in sending in to our home corn to make 
up for the short crop, and any other produce that they can use, to- 
gether with all kinds of dry goods, groceries, canned goods, clothing, 
hose for large girls and boys, towels, soap, tablets and pencils, and 
anything else’ that can be used in any other home. Then let us pray 
for the blessings our our heavenly father upon the children and the 
management.

SUNDAY SCHOOL 
The report on Sunday School aws read and discussed by Sister 
Emery. The report follows: 


The Sunday School through its State office makes the following 
report: Number of Sunday Schools in the state, 1,301. Number with- 
in the past year, 144. Number enrolled in Sunday Schools, 120,146, 
showing an immense increase within the past year of 24,296. Fol- 
lowing the training schools 1227 diplomas have been given for com- 
pletion of the Normal Manual while 336 red seals and 116 blue seals 
were given for other books in the course. 


The staff of the Department has recently been increased by two 
new workers who will give their time to county churches and Sunday 
Schools, they are Wyatte Hunter and H. E. Spell. Both are graduates 
of Mississippi College and well qualified for the work. 

Miss Minnie Brown, the Elementary worker has been trying to 
secure 4 helper in each county and has succeeded quite well. In the 
eighty-two counties of the tsate has forty-six “Dependable Workers” 
who are looking after the Elementary interests in new and reor- 
ganized Sunday School. Just now these workers are engaged in put- 
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ting on Children’s Week, October 19-25. All Sunday Schools are urg- 
ed to observe this very important part in Sunday Schoo! activity.

STATE MISSIONS 

The report on State Missions, Seventy-five Million Campaign 
and Layman’s work was read and discussed by J.-E. Cranford, 
Bryan Simmons, Goode Montgomery: and J. E. ial was then 
adopted. The report follows: 

State Missions are world-wide missions modified oil adapted to 
the needs, conditions and life of the state. It is the world-wide Gospel 
movement confined to a specific territory, the giving of the Gospel to 
every one within the border of our state. 

The State Board is an agency or committee through which we do 
this work. This year the Board is assisting in the paying of the sal- 
aries of seventy-two pastors in the different parts of the state. This 
amount assists one hundred and twenty-five churches. We have had 
in the fields four regular district enlistment men. We now have five 
regular Sunday School workers with several, assistants during the 
summer months doing county institute work. 


We have two regular B. Y. P. U. field workers with two extras 
for a part of the summer season. The W. M. U. has two regular 
workers. 


Other items of expense in connection with the expenses of the 
Board Meetings are: State Convention Minutes, State Convention 
Meeting, School of Evangelism, Mid-winter Bible School at New Or- 
leans, work among the negroes, the Creoles and the Indians, the Min- 
isterial Students Fund, religious work in the State Colleges, Semi- 
naries and Training Schools. Students Fund, Good Will center work 
and the salary of $750.00 a year to Dr. Rowe. x 

The largest item of work for the year is that of appropiations 
to the church building which amounts to $40,000.00. None of this 
has been paid, but will be due November the first. 

The work that is being done this year will soon be a matter of 
history. What. has been done is ‘glorious especially in the face of 
existing conditions, A brighter day is before us. Let us set ourselves 
to the task of taking Mississippi for Christ.

THE SEVENTY-FIVE MILLION CAMPAIGN 


This campaign was launched five years ago, and its purpose 
was to secure the co-operation of Southern Baptists in a unified 
movement for world-wide Evangelization. Six months spent in in- 
tensive preparation and the last week in November five years ago 
revealed the wonderful achievement in securing from Southern Bap- 
tists subscriptions for practically ninety-two million dollars to be 
paid within five years. 

Upon the basis of these subscriptions all of our different agen- 
cies. iaid plans for enlargement. Many young people volunteered 
for special service at home nad abroad, and our schools prepared 
to train them and our Boards arranged to give them places to work. 

The statistics from the different boards and institutions indi- 
cate that there has been a general forward movement. Many souls 
have been saved and our work in some ways has been stabilized. 


We are now in the closing months of this five-year period and 
the seventy-five million campaign presents a strange picture of suc- 
cess and failure. While as said above much good has been done, 
Southern Baptists have failed by about seventeen million to come 
up to the amount named for the campaign to say nothing of the 
amount pledged. While our Boards and other agencies have en- 
larged their plans and plants practically every south-wide board 
and institution is further in debt than at the beginning of the cam- 
paign. 


Some Seeming Causes 


1. A failure to put into the churches suitable machinery for 
collecting the money subscribed. 

2. The subscriptions were taken when the country was un- 
usually prosperous, and seemingly feeling that it would always be 
so there wis little effort to follow up the subscription week with an 
immediate effort to collect what had been subscribed. 

3. There has been too little definite Missionary preaching during 
the five years following the subscription week. 

7 The Way Out 
The situation is serious but there is a way out. 
1. Realize the seriousness of the situation. 
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2. Pass this information on to others. 

8. Let every pastor and layman do his and her best to meet the 
subscription made by them and then add something for the aid of 
those who are not able to pay. 

Mississippi is about $700,000.00 behind its quota. If Mississippi 
Baptists would average fifty cents per ‘week from now until Christ- 
mas our quota would be met. “Duty done means Victory won!”

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

The report on Christian Education was read by J. C. Parker and 
discussed by J. C. Parker, L. G. Gates, Bryan Simmons and M. C. 
McDaniel, after which it was adopted. The report follows: 


MISSISSIPPI COLLEGE. Mississippi College was founded in 
1826. In 1850 it came under Baptist control. The history of the old 
college is a glorious one. 85 of our choicest young men and young 
women were in last year’s graduating class: The enrollment last ses- 
sion was 416 college students in regular session and 206 during the 
summer term. Not counting any one student twice, the total enroll- 
ment was 522. $15,000.00 was spent for general improvement last 
session. An A-1 Sunday School with an average attendance of 485, 
with 7 organized classes for Mississippi College mien were largely 
attended by students. Mississippi College is a member of Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, thus giving her a 
standing with other Colleges’ and Universities not hitherto enjoyed. 
There are 6 College B. Y. P. U.’s. 8 young men during the session 
answered the call to preach. Mississippi College needs an Administra- 
tion building and her endowment increased to $1,000,000.00 

MISSISSIPPI WOMAN’S COLLEGE. The Woman’s College be- 
yan its work 12 years ago. Two wooden buildings and a faculty of 
8 made up the equipment and the working force. Today the faculty ‘ 
numbers 35. Campus contains 40 acres. There are 8 commodius build- 
ings. At Richmond, Virginia, last December the Woman’s College was 
placed on the Second List of schools and colleges, thus giving her 
graduates the privilege of teaching in any of the high schools in the 
country. In the religious work the college has retained its leading 
position. Woman’s College prides itself upon the excellence of its 
special departments of Piano, Voice, Violin, Speech Art, Home Eco- 
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nomics, Art and Business. The home life of the Woman's College 
community is charming. Board and literary tuition in fireproof dormi- 
tories, two students inra room with adjoining bath is $320.00. Board 
and literary tuition in Dockery Hall, industrial plan, $206.00. The 
Woman’s College needs $500,000.00 endowment. 

BLUE MOUNTAIN COLLEGE. : Blue Mountain will open her 
fifty-second annual session September 17th. She is better prepared 
than ever before to give proper conveniences and thorough training. 
The Library, Laboratories, grounds course of study and faculty were 
investigated a year ago by a representative of the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools and were approved and the 
College was placed upon the Second List of said Association. This 
means that the graduates of the Blue Mountain College can secure 
prefessional license to teach in all the high schools of Mississippi 
for life. It also means that the best high schools of the south are 
open to them as teachers. Special advantages are offered to them 
in Piano, Pipe Organ, Violin, Voice, Expression, Home Economics, 
Art, and in the standard studies looking toward B. A. degree. 

Blue Mountain College needs an Administration Building and a 
one-half million dollar endowment. Prospects are bright for its fifty- 
second annual session. We think we have found a treasure in our 
new business manager, Hon. C. C. White. Dr. E. B. Hatcher heads 
the department of Christian Education and is doing splendid work 
in the religious training. ° 

CLARKE MEMORIAL COLLEGE. Clarke Memoria) is pur co- 
educational junior college. Four years of accredited high school work 
and two years of college work are offered. Brothers and sisters are 7 
permitted to attend college together, to study side by side. Regular 
study hours are observied. Religious influence is fine. A standard 
Y. W. A. has been maintained during the session. B. Y. P. U. made 
an average of 99 4-5. Splendid course in offered in Bible. Strong 
literary societies. Old Administration Building lost by fire. A new 
$50,000.00 fireproof structure how going up. Prospects fine for next 
session. Clarke College needs a $250,000.00 endowment. 

HILLMAN COLLEGE. Although Hillman is a private school, 
is was founded by Baptists, is owned by Baptists, is endorsed by the 
Baptist State Convention and is located in the center of Baptist in- 
fluences. Tuition free to wives and daugthers of Baptist preachers. 
Director of music one of the best educated in music in the south. 
All other departments are headed by specialists. Religious advantages 
in Clinton are the very best. Hillman does not ask for financial aid, 
but only the interest, prayers and patronage of the people she is 
* serving. 

BAPTIST BIBLE INSTITUTE. Baptist Bible Institue gives a 
full Theological education. Prospects for next session are much 
brighter. School is co-educational. The department of Religious Ed- 
ucation is greatly enlarged. Baptist Bible Institute has wrought a_ 
miracle in New Orleans. Institution’s greatest need is money. No in- 
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come except from seventy-five million campaign. Faces large de-- 
ficit if campaign pledges are not redeemed and special gifts made. 


SOUTHWESTERN BAPTIST THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 
Enrollment 1923-24, 649. 960 in the Correspondence department. In 
the graduating class last session 122. 14 professors and 20 assis- 
tants. Buildings worth $1,200,000.00. Has an endowment of $466,000.00 
Needs permanent endowment sufficient to guarantee running ex- 
penses. Administration Building, Music Building, Building for Re- 
ligious Education, a Gymnasium, Students Fund. 


SOUTHERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary is located in Louisville, Ky. Session 1923-24 
one of the best in its history.

FOREIGN MISSIONS 
Report on Foreign and Home Missions not being prepared, same 
was discussed by Rev. A. L. O’Bryant, L. G. Gates, J. W. Rooker 
and J. C. Parker and then adopted. The report follows: 


Since the time that Jesus said to his disciples, “Lift up your 
eyes and look upon the field white unto harvest,” since the time 
Jesus said “The field is the world,” since the time Jesus said, “Pray 
ye the Lord of fhe harvest that he thrust laborers into the harvest,” 
since the time Jesus said, “Go ye into all the world and disciple 
all nations, baptising them into the name of the Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit, teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you.” The churches who believe these words have gone 
forth with the gospel to occupy until he shall come whose right it is 
to rule. Withih the past five years Southern Baptists have greatly 
enlarged their work and their gifts to missions, but our gifts are 
not in proportion to our opportunities. Seventy-five young men and 
women are now ready to enter the fields our Lord has opened and 
our gifts are not sufficient to support them. Our awn state has 
increased its efforts and our own association has enlarged its gifts, 
but we are not yet in sight of our opportunities to give, “A whole 
’ gospel to a whole world, God is still Ime: “Speak unto the children 
of Isreal, that they go forward.”

CONSTITUTION 
We, the Church of Jesus Christ, who have been regularly baptised 
upon profession of faith, being convinced of the necessity and utility 


of a combination of churches of the same faith and order,-do agree 
to unite and form ourselves into an assoc_ation, Therefore, 


Article 1. The name of this Association shall be the Jones County 
Baptist Association. 


Article 2. The officers of this Association shall be Moderator, 
a Clerk and Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by ballot and 
hold their offices until their successors are elected, but no person shall 
hold the office of Moderator for a succession of more than two years. 

Article 3. The object of this Association shall be the promotion 
of the Redeemer’s Kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, 
inculeation of Bible truth, and the cultivation .of friendly intercourse 
and brotherly love among the churches. 

Article 4. Members of the Association shall be composed of dele- 
gates, who shall produce evidence of their appointment by. the church 
which they propose to represent, before being entitled to seats. 

Article 5. Each church belonging to the Association shall be en- 
titled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delegate for each additional fifty or fractional part there- 
of; until the membership shall reach 200, then five delegates and no 
more, provided, that ministers of such churches, but supply other pul- 
pits, may be appointed as additional delegates to the regular quota. 

Article 6. This Association shall only have the power of an ad- 
visory council, and shall, in no wise, infringe upon the rights, — 
pendence or sovereignty of the churches. 
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Article 7. No queries shall be considered by this Association un- 
less regularly sent up through the churches in writing, and such 
queries shall embrace only quéstions of doctrine. 

Article 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon and by unanimous consent of the body proceed to the election of 
a, Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer by acclamation, in case unanimous 
consent is lacking, then the Messengers shall.be enrolled and the elec- 
_ tion shall ‘proceed by ballot. ‘ 

Article 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association 
shall be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Kerfoot’s Par- 
limentary Manual shall be the basis of decision of order. 

Article 10. Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by this 
body, may become members of this Association by a unanimous vote,’ 
‘ and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning a reason 
therefor, by a concurrence of a majority present, while the Associa- 
tion reserves the right of withdrawing from such church as shall 
deem disorderly or not orthodox. 


Article 11. This constitution may be altered or amended at any 
annual meeting of the Association by a two-thirds vote of the Mes- 
sengers present, with the exception of Article 6, which shall not be 
changed at any time. : 

Article 12. No article, nor any part of any article of this consti- 
tution shall be changed without notice of such change, including the 
words to be changed, being filed with the Clerk of this Association by 
a member of the body, while the Association is in session. The session 
previous to the vote on said change.

ARTICLES OF FAITH 

1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost—equa! in pewer and glory. 

2. We believe that the Scripture of the Old Testament and the 
New Testament were written by the inspiration of God, and are the 
only rule of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, a total depravity 
and man’s inability to restore himself to the favor of 3 

4. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God only 
by the imputed righteousness of Christ. 

5. We believe that the Gospel is God’s appointed means of call- 
ig sinners to the knowledge of truth; and as He has commanded 
it to be preached to every creature, all are required to obey.

10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only law giver of His 
church and the government is with the church, each member having 
equal rights therein. 

ll. We believe that baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the only 
ordinances’ of the church, and are to be continued until the second 
coming of our Lord, Jesus Christ. « 

12. We believe that immersion only is baptism,'and can be ad- 
ministered only by those duly authorized by the church, and that only 
believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the ordinance. 

18. We believe that the regularly baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

14. We believe that the churches compdse Christ’s visible king- 
dom on earth, and they are independent of each other, choosing their 
.own bishops, pastors and other e¢lective officers, none of whom may 
lord it over God's heritage.

RULES OF DECORUM 
1. All meetings of the Association shall be opened with prayer, 


and closed by prayer and benediction. 

2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the roll of 
the churches, comprising the same and the enrollment of the dele-

3. No messengers can be enrolled until they have furnjshed evi- 
dence in writing front the church which they propose to *represent 
which evidence shall be submitted to the clerk. 

4. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it shall 
have been brought up before it by a motion sustained by a second. 

5. No member shall be allowed to speak but once on the same 
subject, except by permisison. 

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for misquotation. 
personal reflection, or indiscreet language. 

7. Any member feeling himself aggreived by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the Association, when, if it be sustained by 
a two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. 

8. All members shall use the term “Brother,” when addressing 
or speaking of one another; and any one failing to observe this rule 
subjects himself to a reprimad by the Moderator. 

9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.
